London, August 16,—At the review of 
the deet there were 108 warships, com- 
manded by six Admirals, Tt was a superb 
and impressive pageant. Tho weather wag 
glorious, and there was a multitude of 
sightseers ashore and afloat. ;

Cowes at two in the afternoon and steumed 
between tho lines.
